With only 
three acres of the 20- acre site ex- 
cavated, there is anticipation to find 
more, but what the project has un-

According to Arav, this past year 
the project also uncovered the city 
gate. The gate is very well intact and 
is unlike any in the area. There is a 
tock-paved walkway to the thresh- 
old of the gate and even the wooden 
door to the gate is in remnant form 
on the site. At an altar near the gate, 
project workers from UNO found a 
pillar in pieces. After they put it to- 
gether, they saw a carved-out pic-

Applicants for Second VC 


Position Nearing Fifty Mark

Stanley Hille, dean of the Col- 
lege of Business Administration and 
currently the chair of the search 
committee for Vice Chancellor for. 
Academic Affairs, said on Tuesday 
that the number of applicants has 
reached 50. 

“T assume there will be more ap- 
plicants to meet with,” Hille said. 
“Sometimes, the better candidates 
have yet to be encountered.” 

In October of last year, Ernest J. 
Peck Jr. announced his resignation 
from UNO as Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs to pursue a posi- 


-tion in Arizona. 


Peck will be employed as a re- 
search professor of both bio-chem- 
istry and chemistry at Arizona State 
University in Tempe. 

“The applicants that we (the 
search committee) have to choose 
from make me feel like we have a 
pretty reasonable pool to choose 
from,” Hille said. 

Hille said that the information 
regarding the applicants is current 
confidential. 


“These people (the applicants) 
are still employed at other places 
and we need to respect that,” he 
said. 

Hille did say that some of the 
applicants ‘may be from Omaha. 
However, most of these are national 
candidates.” 

Hille said that he and the search 
committee are working on narrow- 
ing down the applicants. 

“We (the search committee) have 
done a preliminary narrowing down 
of the candidates. Right now, it is 
down to 10 to 12 applicants. How- 
ever, we could re-open the number 


of applicants and bring in more be- | 


yond the 12.” 

The vice chancellor position, 
theoretically, should be filled by 
July 1, Peck’s first day at Arizona 
State University. 

“We hope to fill this position by 
late spring, early summer. We are 
progressing along schedule and 
have some strong candidates,” Hille 
said. 


When the search committee has 
reached the point of aggressively 
interviewing candidates, they plan 
to conduct their interview process 
much like that of the search com- 
mittee for Vice Chancellor for Ex- 
ternal Affairs and Communications. 

“This will include allowing the 
candidates to meet with various 
deans, students, faculty and staff. 
members of UNO,” Hille said. 

As for Chancellor Nancy Belck’s 
involvement in the interviewing 
process, Hille said that “she and I 
are always talking. As chair of the 
(search) committee, that is my re- 
sponsibility. She gives me ideas on 
getting candidates and I give her 


_ mine. We are working together.” 


Hille said that when the selection 
process narrows down to-six or 
seven applicants, the search com- 
mittee will meet with Chancellor 
Belck. 

“We are not at this stage by any 
means, at this point in time,” Hille 
said. 


Black Students in Big 12 Come 
Together for Conference

The University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln’s Afrikan People’s Union 
will be hosting the 21st Annual Big 
12 Conference on Black Student 
Government this Feb, 19-22. 

Council officials estimate 1500- 
2500 students will participate in this 
year’s conference: “Black Love: 
Restoring the Essence of the Black 
Family.” 

According to information pro- 
vided by the Big 12 Council, the 
conference, which is governed by 
the Big 12 Council, consists of del- 
egates from the Big 12 universities. 
In 1977, black students from the Big 
Eight schools gathered together to 
discuss the problems they were hav- 
ing at their respective educational 
institutions. They found that the 
struggles of black students on pre- 
dominately white campuses were 
universal. Upon the foundation of 
the individual campus black student 
organizations, the students decided 
to create the Big Eight Council on 
Black Student Government. 

The following year, they for- 
mally established the Big Eight 


Council and the Big Eight Confer- 
ence, In keeping current with the 
times, the Big Eight Council altered 
its name to Big 12 to reflect the con- 
ference change and its aspirations 
for the future. 

Big 12 Council information 
states that the conference was es- 
tablished to provide a forum for 
addressing problems, concerns and 
ideas of black students in America 
and abroad attending predominately 
white colleges and universities. 

The aim of the conference is to 
elevate academic success and politi- 
cal awareness, enhance leadership 
and communication skills, and 
strengthen the educational and cul- 
tural growth of young endeavoring 
black students. 

Adair Shanks, management team 
leader and council] member said, “I 
hope that this conference will bring 
about unity among all black stu- 
dents, allowing us to build stronger 
coalitions.” 

According to Ms. Shanks, the 
conference theme reflects the need 
for spiritual renewal on campuses 


and in the communities. 

Shanks also said that “it seems 
as though black people have begun 
to lose touch with their ancestral tra- 
dition of love, forgiveness, broth- 
erhood and respect. Black students 
who attend predominately white 
schools are continuously reminded 
of the unmistakable difference be- 
tween history and reality and the 
loss of community they have suf- 
fered in past years. Often, blacks 
forget that they must pass down 
these teachings and lead by ex- 
ample. The theme serves to remind 
black students that collective fam- 
ily history and the strength itrepre- 
sents is too. valuable to forget.” 

Keynote speakers at this year’s 
Big 12 Council for the breakfast, 
lunch and dinner programs include 
George Fraser, author and founder 
of Success Source Inc.; Nikki 
Giovanni, poet, author and editor;

We need new definitions of “he- 
roes” and “sheroes”.

down from an ancestor.” We take 
what is handed down and do all that 
we can to improve upon it. That 
does not mean marketing and reap- 
ing financial benefit; it means ap- 
plying it so African Americans can 
benefit. 

The legacy I began outlining in 
the Gateway on February 3 is one 
of greatness; black students were an 
extension of the community and, in 
turn, the campus and community 
operated like a kind of black 
“communiversity.” Groups co-ex- 
isted and cooperated, individuals 
make positive and productive 
changes that challenged the status 
quo and make student and social life 
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better for everyone, including non- 
blacks. 

Just as black students played a 
major role in the transformation of 
this institution from Omaha Univer- 
sity to its present status, and justas 
African-Americans fought and 
faced controversies on campus and 
in the community, the “Gang of ’98" 
can do no less. You will meet and 
have to deal with racist instructors 
who want to grade you down, you 
will meet cashiers who want to 
throw your money on the counter 
rather than hand it to you, and you 
will see, read and hear from people 


who shouldn't even be carrying 


sharp instruments, let alone spew- 
ing forth views on where society 
should be heading. 

All of us will be exposed to stra- 
tegic sicknesses we should have an 
opinion on these issues, We should 
also be bold enough to have alter- 
natives to that which we do not like, 
as we;; as ideas on how to stabilize 
that which benefits us.

Squirrels Have 
Memories Like 
Elephants

Squirrels around campus are 
generally viewed as nuisances or 
cute additions to the community, but 
the little gray critters have pretty 
complex habits as they gear up for 
winter, 

A recent study at the University 
of California-Berkeley showed that 
squirrels have far better memories 
than humans do, burying food for 
the winter in hundreds of different 
sites. Later the squirrels dig up the 
food in order to have enough for the 
cold months.The study found that 
humans, given the same situation, 
would only be able to remember the 
locations of six or seven burial 
places. _ 

But good memories don’t make 
for good health.Paul Fusco, a recep- 
tionist at the University of 
Minnesota’s Wildlife Rehabilitation 
Center, said squirrels are the No, 2 
or No. 3 animal they see. 

"Usually the most common thing 
is for squirrels to be injured by 
pets,” Fusco said, He also said the 
employees at the center recommend 
that people don’t feed the squirrels 
because he has found they are the 
most likely animal to bite people. 

According to the Minnesota De- 


partment of Natural Resources, the . 


1997 gray and fox squirrel hunting 
season began Sept. 13 and ends Feb. 
28. 

But aggravated — students 
shouldn't be running for their guns 
quite yet.Students on campus have 
differing views on the squirrel popu- 
lation. Both Candy Ashbach, a UM 
senior in psychology, and Mark 
Bowmer, a UM junior in psychol- 
ogy, have had close encounters of 
the squirrel kind. 

“I think they’re a nuisance,” 
Bowmer said. “They have invaded 
the Armory, and in one of my psy- 
chology classes, we had a squirrel 
running around everyone’s feet for 
an hour.”"Bowmer added that while 
the incident in his class was mildly 
entertaining, it was not as humor- 
ous to find that a squirrel chewed 
through the screen in his room at 
Comstock Hall and ate his food. 

Ashbach, however, said she be- 
lieves the squirrels are wonderful 
additions to the campus atmosphere 
and often treats them as pets. 

"They are funny, ingenious and 
crafty,” Ashbach said. “When I have 
food, I feed them. And I talk to 
them, too.” Ashbach said the squir- 
tels are survivalists and she thinks 
that is an admirable trait.

“These children also work at the HPER 
building, in the library and in the mail room,” 
said Roger Wiksell, Work Experience Pro- 
gram.

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Number of Black 
Students Denied NCAA 
Eligibility Increases

Black students and low-income students 
are having a tougher time meeting eligibility 
requirements to compete in college sports 
than other athletes, a recent study conducted 
by the National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion has found. 

The study provides a first look at the ef- 
fect of Proposition 16, a set of controversial 
eligibility standards the NCAA approved six 
years ago in response to complaints that many 
athletes were not prepared for college-level 
studies. The stiffer standards went into effect 
during the 1996-97 school year. 

With the tougher standards, the number of 
black students denied eligibility rose from 
16.3 percent in 1995-96 to 26.9 percent in 
1996-97. During that same period, the num- 
ber of ineligible student-athletes from fami- 
lies earning less than $30,000 annually rose 
from 14.7 percent to 22.2 percent. 

And for the second straight year, the per- 
centage of black students from low-income 
families who failed to meet the standards was 
the highest of all categories; the number rose 
from 21 percent in 1995-96 to 34.7 percent 
in 1996-97, 

We all knew this was going to happen,” 
Dale Clayton, president of the Black Coaches 
Association told the Chronicle of Higher Edu- 
cation. 

“History has shown that African-Ameri- 
can students don’t test well. Individuals from 


low-income families don’t test well. And 
many times, these individuals are one and the 
same.” The new standards require high school 
students to complete 13 core classes, includ- 
ing four in English; earn at least a 2.5 grade- 
point average; and score at least 820 on the 
SAT or 68 on the ACT. (However, students 
can still get eligibility with a 2.0 GPA if they 
exceed minimum scores on one of the stan- 
dardized tests.) 

In light of the recent study’s results, NCAA 
officials are meeting this week to discuss the 
possibility of adjusting the standards, said 
Wally Renfro, a spokesman for the associa- 
tion. Adjusting the standards does not neces- 
sarily mean lowering them, he quickly 
added.” These requirements were put in place 
by (educators) who wanted to ensure the pre- 
paredness of their athletes for life after 
sports,” he said. “They wanted to make sure 
athletes weren't graduating without knowing 
how to perform at the college level.” 

While the NCAA is concerned about the 
hurdles keeping some students from compe- 
tition, it is pleased with higher graduation 
rates among athletes, Renfro said. 

He reported that in 1984 athletes gradu- 
ated at a rate of 52 percent, compared to 53 
percent of non-athletes, But in 1990, athletes 
finished school at a rate of 58 percent, sur- 
passing the rest of the student population, 
which finished at a rate of 56 percent.” «, 


Police Launch Investigation Into USCD 


Coffee Poisoning

LA JOLLA, Calif.—Call it one wicked 
brew. Six researchers at the University of 
California-San Diego School of Medicine 
were rushed to the hospital emergency rooms 
in November after drinking coffee laced with 
the neurotoxic chemical acrylamide during a 
lab meeting. 

After tests revealed that the quantity of 
acrylamide found in both the coffee and the 
coffee grounds was too great to be dismissed 
as an accidental contamination, campus po- 
lice launched a criminal investigation into the 
incident.According to the UCSD Assistant 
Police Chief Jay Dyer, campus detectives are 
conducting interviews and gathering informa- 
tion, but as of yet, have failed to identify any 
suspects. 

The poison victims, two graduate students 
and four staff members, experienced “almost 
immediate nausea and weakness,” said Ruth 
Covell, an associate dean at the UCSD asso- 
ciate dean at the School of Medicine. How- 
ever, the amount of acrylamide found in the 
coffee did not approach Jethal levels and the 
researchers were able to return to work that 
same day.Despite this speedy recovery, Covell 
said little is known about the long-term health 
implications of this type of acrylamide 
exposure.” Most of what is known about the 
effects of acrylamide has to do with periph- 
eral nerve effects of chronic exposure,” 
Covell said, “There is little information in the 
literature about a single acute exposure.” 

Acrylamide is a white, water-soluble crys- 
tal used to make gels for protein analysis. Ac- 


cording to Covell, this chemical is common 
and easily accessible to those working within 
the medical school, but one that an outsider 
would be unable to attain. 

Medical Center spokesperson Nancy 
Stringer said that the poisoned researchers 
were not all from one lab, but represented a 
variety of labs. They came together that morn- 
ing in a conference room in Cellular and 
Molecular Medicine East building on the 
medical school campus to “discuss a common 
area of research.” Stringer said that the con- 
ference room is a meeting area commonly 
used by many different groups. 

Covell said that the cause of the contami- 
nated coffee was “probably not” accidental, 
but declines to speculate about a possible 
motive for a poisoning attack.According to 
Dyer, the campus police are “trying to come 
up with a reason,” as well. Dyer said that po- 
lice have not completely eliminated the 
possbility of this incident as no-criminal oc- 
currence. "Our focus is the criminal aspect 
of it,” Dyer said “But we can’t rule out any 
possibilities until we get to the bottom of this 
thing.” 

According to Covell, researchers and lab 
workers are continuing their work amid an 
atmosphere significantly altered by this un- 
solved mystery. 

In the aftermath of the poisoning, Covell 
said that researchers at the medical school are 
“understandably concerned,” and “probably 
more aware of their environment,” than be- 
fore the incident occurred.

Mavs Will Win this Weekend 


UNO faces off with Mankato State

The UNO Mavs will travel to 
Mankato, Minn. this weekend to 
meet the Mavericks of Mankato 
_State for a two-game series. UNO 
is refreshed after having a bye week 
while Mankato is coming off of a 
win and a tie against Niagara last 
weekend. This is the first-ever meet- 
ing between the schools. 

UNO (8-16-1) has been having 
difficulties on the road as they are 
2-8-1 away from the Civic Audito- 
rium and 6-8 on the home ice. 

The Mavs will be better off of- 
fensively as they welcome back cen- 
ter Andrew Tortorella and right wing 
Derek Reynolds. Reynolds is mak- 
ing his return following a shoulder 
injury suffered three weeks ago 
against Alabama-Huntsville. 
Tortorella is going to make the trip 


but his amount of playing time is 
up in the air. He has missed the last 
eight games. 


As has been the case all year, . 


UNO needs to control the play of 
their special teams. The power play 
is hitting at 11,7 percent on the year 
(16 for 137) and killing penalties at 
77.2 percent (105 kills in 136 
chances). The 31 goals that have 
come against UNO on the power 
play are more than a third of the 89 
allowed all season. 

The other sore spot for UNO is 
that they have been outscored 32- 
18 in the third period and it may 
come back to haunt them again this 
weekend. 

UNO is led by Billy Pugliese and 
Reynolds, both of whom have 19 
points on the season. Pugliese leads 


the team with his 12 goals on the 
year and Reynolds is first in assists 
with 14. Jason Cupp is the other 
UNO player in double digits in 
goals with 10 and 17 points on the 
year. 

James Chalmers is fourth on the 
scoring list with six goals and nine 
assists for 15 points. Vic Sharma 
and Tortorella are tied for fifth with 
14 points each despite missing a 
total of 17 games this season. 

The Mavs in Mankato have been 
making noise this season as they are 
12-12-4 following the Niagara se- 
ries. Mankato has been playing as 
an independent for the last couple 
of years but will be making an ap- 
pearance into the Western Colle

How Much Did He Learn? 


Manning leads UNI against Mavs

The Mav wrestling team will be 
hosting a tough Northern lowa team 
tonight in a dual meet that will serve 
as a tune-up for the North Central 
Conference meet March 1 in St. 
Cloud, Minn. 

The Mavs are healthy for 
tonight’s meet and will utilize the 
same lineup that pulled last 
weekend’s upset of South Dakota 
State. They will need to be on their 
game as Northern Iowa has a pair 
of ranked wrestlers and has received 
votes in the Division I poll. — 

The Panthers have dominated the 
Mavs in the all-time series as they 
have taken a 10-2 lead in the series. 

The meet will have a student ver- 
sus teacher flair to it as Panther head 
coach Mark Manning was under the 
tutelage of Mav head coach Mike 


Denney and won a pair of national 
championships here for the Mavs. 

“This will be fun,” Denney said. 
“He was a leader on our team and 
has become one of the best young 
coaches out there.” 

Manning won national champi- 
onships at 150 pounds in 1983 and 
1985. He also owns the record for 
most wins in a season (47-7 in 1984- 
85) and most wins in a three-year 
career (121-23 from 1981-84). 
Manning was All-Academic in con- 
ference from 1983-85 as well. 

“He has made a difference 
there,” Denney said, “and he is an 
asset to wrestling.” 

The Panthers open with Eric 
Keller at 118 pounds and he is 
ranked ninth in the nation. Keller 


_ (24-2) could pose a tough challenge 


for the Mavs’ Mack LaRock as he 
is slated to lock up with Keller. 
Keller is the team leader in victo- 
ries and pinfalls with nine. 
Another key match is at the 134- 
pound division, The Mavs will send 
Braumon Creighton out to lock 
horns with Nick Flach. Flach has 
won 10 of his last 11 matches and 
has not lost in seven dual meets on 
the year. This weight has been one 
of the anchors on the Panther team 
as they have gained a total of 30 
team points on the season. 
Creighton has beaten the high 
school All-American in both of their 
previous meetings on the year. 
There should be another interest- 
ing matchup at 142 where Boyce

Mavs return from NWU & go to Lincoln

The Lady Mav track team split their squad this week and competed in 
the Nebraska Wesleyan Open yesterday and will compete at the Frank 
Sevigne Invitational in Lincoln today and tomorrow. — 

The Lady Mavs will send 10 runners to the Sevigne invite in hopes of 
gaining more qualifying spots for the national indoor meet that will be 
held in Indianapolis, Ind. on March 6 and 7. 

The Mavs are fresh off a blowout win in the Tiger Classic last weekend 
as they scored 180 points and demolished the competition. 

The Sevigne invite will have a field comprised primarily of Division I 
teams, but there will also be several Division II squads at the meet as well. 
The Sevigne invite will also serve as a tune-up for the team as they pre- 
pare for the NCC meet that will be held in Fargo, N. D. on March 1 and 2, 

“South Dakota will bring their mile relay team,” Mav coach Tim 
Hendricks said, “and South Dakota State will also be there as well.” 

South Dakota is the defending North Central Conference (NCC) cham- 
pions and could be the Mavs stiffest competition down the stretch. North 
Dakota State could also give the Lady Mavs a run for their money at the 
NCC meet. Each of the three teams has a minimum of 35 spots on the 
conference honor roll. 

The Lady Mavs will be led by Carri Butler as she could run in the 55- 
,200- and 400-yard races over the weekend. Butler had been slowed by 
some stiffness in her hamstring but she has recovered from it. Hendricks 
noted that Butler was pretty well set in the 55- and 400-yard runs. 

The Lady Mavs will send the distance medley relay team and the mile 
relay as they look to improve on their times. The mile relay team is made 
up of Karisa Foight, Sandy Derby, Katie McDonnell and is anchored by 
Butler. Shannon Williams may get the nod to anchor the team if Butler’s 
leg begins to slow her again. 

Elise Henry and Tara Biltoft look to run away from the competition in 
the mile run and Jamie Erkes will be jumping her way through the 60-yard 
hurdles. “We are looking to get the mile relay in a sotid position,” Hendricks 
said,” and we’ IL see if Jamie can cut .01 or .02 off of her time.” 

The split squad has made for an unusual week of practice. The team 
went hard on Monday and took it down a notch for Tuesday. Wednesday 
saw the NWU runners have a warm-up day while the Sevigne participants 
had a normal workout. The Broup that went to NWU will have a normal 
workout today. 

“You can’t train and race hard at the same time,” Hendricks said, ' 
plan to taper this week and prepare for conference.” 

The Sevigne invite’s focus is primarily on qualifying for nationals. 

“We should get six or seven in (to nationals),” Hendricks said. “Last 
year we took seven and that’s what we plan to shoot for again this year.”
